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THE past two months have taken away two of the 
most talented and efficient young men whose 
services the Lampoon ever commanded.

No one who knew the 
promise or the amiable nature of these two comrades, 
dying within a month of each other, will fail to mourn 
their loss; but by those who worked with them, and 
were taught by them, they will be even more keenly 
and sincerely lamented.
